Wo hftVB made a new dopartan 
way of food and shelter. It has only been 
opened tcu wcel^a, with the idea, of helping 
the people, End tho p.aplo payiag for what 
they gat. At the present timo we are sup- 
plying per week eight hundred meals at s 
Dirthiiu; each to littleehildren ; fuurthoue- 
mid halfpenny tneale and eix thousand 
penny meals, andureprcvidingsix hundred 
people every week with agood euppcr, bud, 
und breakfast for threepence each per 
night. The thing ie very nearly eolf-eiip- 
porting, counting nothing for the capital 
and opening of the premises, aod it com- 
mands my strong approbation in that way. 
I have no faith in any pauperising of tba 
people. People tiWt need to be- paupers. 
They do not want to bo Bayed, and never 
will bo saved — English people wou't — by 
dolea of ilaimc! petticoats or gruel. Give 
thorn, salvation and thsy will savh them- 
selves. We only nao thie in exactly the 
same nay aa we uec too Scsoug Homes for 
lbs salvation of the people. Mo less than 
twenty hovo knell at the peoitont form in 
a week, Large numbers have had work 
found for theui. We get from fifteen to 
twonty-fivo freeb men ev«ry night. 
Fikanok. 
Wohavoaleo advanced Gnancinlly. I 
am not going to talk now about tho regular 
income ofthe Army, hut aboat iho locul 
incoiuo. People talk aa if, becaneo agreat

Far ths benefit of those who have not

tell anybody. I reckon it ia very 
to let ihe devil know what you are going 
10 do always.

Wu 
bono to carry that out, and before the win- 
comes round we think of having, in 
four quarter) of London, four more estab- 
lishments of the same kind, where thu 
poor things can get a sleep, a breakfast and 
eupper for tbruopuiice, and where littli 
children can get a basin of something hot,

farthing scheme has been laughed at, but 
it ie a capital thing. You can ask Uil 
Utile children t Aa a woman said ; " You 
see I aul netting eoino soup myself, mum, 
and there's my three children having a 
qw out for three farthings I" 
We hope to extend the Slam Work by 
forming a sisterhood lor nursing — putting 
on thu poultices aud washing the poor si<j1> 
people — a sort of travelling nurses. 

Wo are launching a properly help fund. 
There are alwaye two dittaouUicain getting 
property; first, we eee a warehouse in a 
neighborhood full of blackguards and the 
very people we are alter. We might have 
it, perhaps for fifty pounds. Or it will coat 
one hundrod pouods fitting up. It ia a 
great bargain, but we havo no money and 

Another place wo can buy for five hund- 
red puiuids, Thoy can raise one hundred 
pouude and barrow three hundred pounds. 
They are one hundred pounds abort, and 
therefore the chance ia lost 

Our proposal u to form a fund to help 
just sueh cases as these, and our idea is to 
get one hundred and twenty thousand 
pounds. In order to do that, we want to 
beg or raise from outside friends to start 
it, twenty thousand pound*. We reckon 
that on the epot when the schemes we 
carried out the poor people will raiee an- 
other twenty tliouBand pounds.; that it 
forty thousand pounds. Then we want to 
borrow eiphty thouaand pounds from build- 
ing societies and elsewhere, making op the 
hundred and twenty thousand pounds;

Jfy life has not been a very eventful one, 
being taught from my infancy to Iota God, 
I was born In the town cr Newton Abbot, 
Devonshire, England, Oct. 27th. 1600. 
My parents were both Christians, and 
irfed to train their children in the way 
ihcy should go. 1 always had a desire to 
t; g^i, Aim whum remember lb; time 
when the Spirit oC God did not strive * 
me, I vu often so miserable I could 
Bleep, being afraid to die and of going to 
bell and would often pray and toll God 1 
would be a good girl, and bo pacify my 
troubled mind, but in tbe morning I forgot 
iny promisee and went on getting worse. 
My de=f mother often talked to edb qI 
Jesus and pray ed with mc. At the ago of 
thirteen my mother died, and I was not 
BivBd,f|'he had al-eays prayed very earn- 
estly foviho conversion of her children, 
and bar prayers followed me. I still resie- 1 
i ed tha strivings of tLe Holy Spirit forjten 
months s/ier her death, then ut one of a 
series of revival serricea held in the church 
we nitendeJ. I gave God my heart, 1 
n 'Tsr shall forget the night, oh, how I 
prayed and wept, and tlie devil told mo I 
tiati promised God so often to be good and 
failed, hot I was determined to have Sal- 
vation, and at hut lhi light eama. I went 
home a new creature and told my father 
of what God had donoand my determin- 
ation to be a Christian. However, for two 
diya after everything seemed to go wrong, 
a id I had no feeling, so the dew! told zno 
1 was not converted, but I knew I wu, 
ana went often to God in prayer, until Hie 
joy filled my bouI. I have never denoted 
einea mj aoeeplaooe with God, my broth- 
an and tasters soon found it out, and saw 
a change, for I was no lonper the' tease I 
used to be, so they teased me and often J 
had hard wort to keep my temper down, 
nnd somutimes it would aoniB np in spite 
of myself. 

I went on tote way for three year*, In 
the meantiwa the Army time to Newton 
Abbot. My fatliBr was interested in them 
from the first, and helped them ell ha 
could, bettering they were of God. I did 
not go for a tew weeks after theycamo, 
and whan I went I thought they were 
earring another God, bnt soon jot to an- 
denUnd them, for already bad several 
drsnlcarda been saved. I continued tjting 
and began to speak and to march, and at 
hut became a Soldier, and wore the uni- 
form. It made no differsnoe what kind of 
•vealher. wet or dry, X was on the march, 
mueb to the annoyance of my unsaved 
brothers, who thought I was going too jar, 
end wondor&d why I could not do as Other 
Christians and be respectable. I felt God 
wanted me to be ont and out, and although 
I wad not sanctified I was willing to do 
nnythtng for Jesus. At last I consecrated 
myself to God, and remained a Soldier for 
a year. In the meantime God Was calling 
tiie for the work as an officer, I told my 
futhee God wanted me to leave home, 
which bad always been a very hard thing 
to do, especially dace my mother died, 
bat God bad been Breaking to Mm. on the 
Rime subject, so he gladly gave me up. I 
volunteered for the work and received my 
candidate's forms, filled them upon my 
knees, sent them to Hcadqnaile« and was 
accepted, and Jan. 2ilh, 1865. found two 
lasses and wyself saying good-bye to home 
ana friends for the Clapton Training

And at last said, -Ifeal so 
happy." Wb left her, promising to b*
